Frazier, with an unrelenting 


pursuit and brutal body at- 
tack, wore down the dancing, 
jabbing Ali through 14 rounds, 
then sent him crashing to the 
canvas and pounded him at 
will in the final round to 
retain his championship with 
a unanimous decision Monday 
night. 


The fight, before a, frenzied 


standing-room-only crowd ex- 
ceeding 20,000 at Madison 
Square Garden plus a world- 
wide radio and television audi- 
ence of perhaps 300 million, 
w as the 27th for the unbeaten 
27-j ear-old 
champion 
from 


Philadelphia. 


It was the first loss in 32 


bouts for Ali who, as Cassius 
Clay, won the championship 
from Sonny Liston on Feb. 25, 
1964, at the age of 22 


The "Louisville Lip," as the 


brash boxer was known, suc- 
cessfuUy defended his cham- 
pionship nine times before 
being stripped of the title for 
refusing military induction. 


Many still considered him 


the champion and, after a 3X2- 
year layoff, he began his 
challenge to regain it with 
knockout victories over Jerry 
Quarry and Oscar Bonavena. 


But Frazier, who won the 


vacated championship after a 
series of elimination matches, 
put an end to Ali's march 
back. 


He went into the bout the 


slim favorite—and with the 
knowledge that four former 
champions had tried to regain 
their titles after lengthy lay- 


offs and aH had failed 


''Kill the body and the head 


dies," w a s F r a z i er's 
credo—and he stuck to it with 
a precision that turned Ali's 
expression from confidence to 
dismay, then concern by the 
fifth round. 


As Ali danced away, jabbing 


at Frazier's head, the chal- 
lenger stalked his prey and 
battered his bod\ unti} Ali ran 
out of steam. 


And a f t e r 14 punishing 


rounds. Frazier caught Ali 
with a murderous left hook 
that sent him to the canvas. 
Ali was up at four, took the 
mandatory eight count and 
held on tor his life the rest of 
the \vay. 


Ali had predicted he wou'd 


win m six rounds. He said he 
would crawl across the ring it 
he lost and proclaim Frazier 
the champion. 


Instead he vanished, going 


directly to nearby Flower 
Fifth Avenue hospital for X- 
rays of his swollen jaw. They 
showed it was not fractured, 
as had first been believed, but 
that he was suffering from a 
blood clot in the right jaw. He 
was given medication to ease 
the pain, then released. 


Referee Arthur Mercante, 


who gave Frazier the decision 
by a margin of eight rounds 
to six with one even, com- 
mented: "The way they were 
hitting each other I was 
surprised that it went 15 .

NEW YORK (AP) — Joe 


Frazier reigns as the only 
world heavyweight champion 
after battering into oblivion 
Muhammed All's four-vear 
to the title. 


Frazier, with an unrelenting 


pursuit and brutal body at- 
tack, w.ore down the dancing, 
jabbing Ali through 14 rounds, 
then sent him crashing to the 
canvas and pounded him. at 
will in the final round to 
retain his championship with 
a unanimous decision Monday 
night. 


The fight, before a frenzied 


standing-room-only crowd ex- 
ceeding 20,000 at 
Madison 


Square Garden plus a world- 
wide radio and television audi- 
ence of perhaps 300 million, 
was the 27th for the unbeaten 
27-year-old 
champion 
from 


Philadelphia. 


It was the first loss in 32 


bouts for Ali who. as Cassius 
Clay, won the championship 
from Sonny Listen on Feb. 25, 
1964, at the age of 22. 


The "Louisville Lip," as the 


brash boxer was known, suc- 
cessfully deemded his cham- 
pionship nine times before 
being stripped of the title for 
refusing military induction. 


Many still considered him 


the champion and, after a 3^2- 
year layoff, he began his 
challenge to regain it with 
knockout victories over Jerry 
Quarry and Oscar Bonavena. 


But Frazier, who won the 


vacated championship after a 
series of elimination matches, 
put an end to Ali's march 
back. 


He went into the bout the 


slim favorite—and with the 
knowledge that four former 
champions had tried to regain 
their titles after lengthy lay- 


offs and all had failed. 


"Kill the body and the head 


dies," was Frazier's 
credo—and he stuck to it with 
a precision that turned Ali's 
expression from confidence to 
dismay, then concern by the 
fifth round. 


As Ali danced away, jabbing 


at Frazier's head, the chal- 
lenger stalked his prey and 
battered his body until Ali ran 
out of steam. 


And a f t e r 14 punishing 


rounds, Frazier caught Ali 
with a murderous left hook 
that sent him to the canvas. 
Ali was up at four, took the 
mandatory eight count and 
held on for his life the rest of 
the way. 


Ali had predicted he would 


win in six rounds. He said he 
would crawl across the ring if 
he lost and proclaim Frazier 
the champion. 


Instead he vanished, going

was t r o u p e director Yuri 
Yurovsky, himself a Jew, who 
claimed, according to Sorrin, 
that there was no anti-Semi- 
tism in Russia and "all people 
have freedom." Yurovsky 
noted that not only he is 
Jewish, but. so is choreo- 
grapher 
Yakov Kolomeisky 


and an tanspecified number-of 
singers and dancers. 


The purpose of the meeting, 


according to Davids, was to 
present a Bible of Hebrew 
Scriptures 
(the Old Testa- 


ment), made by Yemenites in 
Israel with a hand-tooled, 
jeweled cover. It. was to be "a 
gift from the heart" of Wis- 
consin Jews. 


During the actual meeting, 


conducted b e h i n d closed 
drapes in the late afternoon, 
Davids — who also

wearing a "Free Soviet Jews" 
pin in his lapel'— removed a 
pin w i t h the inscription, 
"Z a c h o r ." which means 
"remember," and gave it to 
Yurovsky. It was the most 
moving moment of the con- 
frontation, said Sorrin. be- 
cause the director knew the 
significance of the reference 
to the six million Jews who 
died in World War II. Many- 
lived in Russia. 


Persona! Gift 


Yurovsky agreed to accept. 


Ihe Bible as a personal gift to 
him, not as a gift to the people 
of Omsk, a city of about one 
million residents.

"openly Jewish." The fact 
that, some Jews reach, prom- 
inence in Russia — such as 
Yurovsky — is secondary to 
the fact they can't be "fully 
Jewish." Davids added. 


To this, said Sorrin, Yurov- 


sky had no reply, except to 
repeat that there was no 
problem in the U.S.S.R. 


At that point. Rabbi Davids 


presented the Bible and the 
"Zachor" pin. The response, 
to the pin especially, was 
friendly and Yurovsky said he 
understood what was meant 
by "zachor".

Yet. in Laos, the Communists

Be- 
sides massive food and arma- 
ment caches on the ground now 
being fought oven they have an 
open pipeline to the north. 


Moreover, Saigon does not 


have the slightest element of 
surprise in the Laos operation. 
Hanoi has been well aware of 
the much-publicized South Viet- 
namese objective: creating hav- 
oc on the Ho Chi Minh Trail and 
holding up supplies to Commun- 
ist forces hi Cambodia. Sea- 
soned troops from Hanoi have 
the solid military advantage of 
retreat, encirclement, and at- 
tack at places and times of 
their own choosing. 


This is exactly the warfare 


Hanoi has been geared to fight 
since its invasion of South 
Vietnam hi the early 1960s. The 
doctrine laid down in the fam- 
ous Resolution No. 9 of COSVN 
(high command of the Commu- 
nist operation .for South Viet- 
nam) states it well:

Observations About Indian Election 


There are a number of issues being 


propounded in the national elections 
drawing to conclusion this week in India. 
But the primary one is simply Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi. 


The elections are for the 518 members 


of the Lok Sabha or lower house of the 
Indian parliament. According to the 
constitution, the party that controls the 
Lok Sabha forms a government with'its 
leader as prime minister. Ever since its 
independence trom England. India has 
been governed by the Congress party. 


But in the last lew years more con- 


servative members of the Congress 
party have been concerned about what 
they felt to be socialistic practices Mrs. 
Gandhi was inaugurating. In 1969 her 
majority of 293 dropped to 228 when 65 
members of the Congress party crossed 
over to the Congress Opposition party. 
One of the things that forced the move 
was Mrs. Gandhi's nationalization of the 
nation's 14 major banks, a popular move 
with many but not ultra conservatives. 


The Congress (Of members have no 


majority but they have formed a four 
party coalition of quite unusual bed- 
fellows w hose only agreement in fact is 
"Indira Hatao" or remove Indira. They 
include the Swantantra, a party of big 
business and former rulers, the Jan 
Sangh. ultra nationalist and right wing, 
and the Samyukta Socialist party which 
has nothing else at all in common with 
the other three. The parties don't agree 
on land reforms, bank nationalizations, 
language changes or any other major 
issues. 


But Mrs. Gandhi has had to com- 


promise ideology, too. In order to rule 
she took up with some farther 
left 


parties and many believe that this 
pressure prompted her to call for the 
national elections 14 months before the 
terms of the current members of Lok 
Sabha expired. With a clear majority of 
the Congress party in parliament she 


w ould not ha\ e to defei to anyone else. 


There are several things in Mrs. 


Gandhi's tavor. She is really the only 
major name in politics in India at the 
present time She is an undetatigable 
campaigner and has been making as 
many as 14 speeches a day. Sht is 
promoting her campaign as that for the 
ordinary man and tor progress and 
retorm in India and as against the great 
landholders and those with special 
privileges but she has taken care to tr> 
to appeal to the moderate voters of 
modest means as well. Last year she 
pushed tor the abolition of privy purses 
and prnileges of maharajahs 
and 


princes, which they were awarded in 
exchange for their states' accession to 
India in 1947. The privy purses amount to 
S6 million tax tree per \ear. But the 
Supreme Court ruled that this was 
private property and guaranteed under 
the fundamental rights of the Con- 
stitution. There has been pressure since 
to abolish this protection of private 
property but Mrs. Gandhi has insisted 
her party has no intention ot doing this 
since obviously it would affect a great 
many more 
small 
owners 
than 


maharajahs. 


Despite its vastness and its disparity 


of languages, customs, religions and 
regional traditions, there are some signs 
of more unity in India. The demands to 
make Hindi the national language have 
abated and Urdu is generally accepted 
with English coming back into the 
schools. Land reform, on a modest basis 
at least, is seen as the answer to the 
Maoist land grabbing which led to 
military force in West Bengal last year. 


But in spite of these advantages, an 


election in turbulent India is no sure 
thing. 
As in 
so 
many 
places, 


dissatisfactions and even vague unrest 
can lead to demands for a change no 
matter what the alternatives may be. 


Filling Legislative Vacancies 


"When a vacancy occurs in a counts- 


courthouse elective office, whether 
through resignation, retirement or 
death, the governor is empowered by 
law to appoint a successor for the 
unexpired term. In our observation that 
system is quite acceptable to the public. 
Similarly, when there is a vacancy in 
any state court, whether a probate court, 
a circuit court, or the state supreme 
court, the governor makes an ap- 
pointment to fill the gap and there has 
been no objection to that method in our 
recollection. 


The legislature some years ago ex- 


tended the method of appointment under 
certain circumstances to the office of 
United States senator. Although it has 
not yet been used — it is optional on the 
part of the state executive — the 
legislation encountered no particular 
objection at the time of its enactment 
following upon the death of a former 
Wisconsin member of the U.S. senate. 


But under the law as it stands, the 


governor is asked to call a special 
election on each of the frequent oc- 
casions that one of the seats in the r,o 


member legislature becomes vacant. 


Now the legislature has received a 


bipartisan bill that would permit the 
method of gubernatorial appointment to 
a temporary legislative vacancy also. 
The measure is carefully drawn. Each 
member of the legislature would be 
permitted to file officially at the time of 
his own election a list of three potential 
successors desired to be considered in 
the event of his death or resignation. In 
the alternative, the governor would 
choose from a list submitted by the 
statutory party committees designated 
tor the nomination of candidates in the 
event of a vacancy caused by the death 
or retirement of a regularly nominated 
candidate. 


These are extraordinary precautions, 


remembering that they do not obtain in 
other appointment situations. But they 
are reasonable. The enactment of the 
bill will a\oid exorbitantly heavy costs 
in the special elections that have become 
more frequent 
m recent years and 


t\picall\ attract a low ratio of the 
electorate. 


The bill should be enacted into law. 


Tightening Up the Marriage Laws 


California has relaxed its laws on 


divorce but it has also tightened those on 
marriage and the statutes deserve a 
hard look by legislators from other 
states. 


Specifically 
the 
California 


lawmakers decided that teen-age 
marriages were the most fragile. Almost 
40 per cent of all California divorces 
involve couples who had been married in 
their teens. The early marriages and 
divorces also brought tragedy to more 
people since the youngsters tended to 
have more children than older couples. 
Some 31 per cent of teen-age marriages 
which ended in divorce in 1969 involved 
three or more children. 


First the age requiring pprmission of 


the parents was raised from 16 to 18 for 
the prospective bride. Court permission 
must also be gamed and a requirement 
for that is counseling on HIP ^ocsal. 
economic and personal responsibilities 
of marriage. 


There are several obvious ad- 


vantages to this type of regulation. In the 
first place, some teen-age marriages are 
hash affairs and the time demanded for 
the counseling gives the couple the 
opportunity to think things over rather 
carefully. Secondly, most couples of any 
age could be helped with pre-mantal 
counseling. Many do get it through in- 
dividual church requirements but 
probably the majority do not. The teen- 
ager, perhaps more than anyone else, 
sees the romantic side of marriage as 
paramount and needs to face the hard 
facts ol budgeting, earning a living, the 
sexual relationship and the give and take 
of living intimately with another person.

Every time 
union organizers attempted to 
remedy this condition of pure 
exploitation, some judge or 
other would issue an in- 
junction. Some injunctions! 
They even forbade organizers 
to make speeches that might 
incite workers to violate 
"yellow dog'' contracts, that 
is, contracts which included a 
promise not to join a union. If 
that didn't work and the 
unions got uppity, out would 
come the National Guard to 
enforce the injunction. 


As far as justice was con- 


cerned, an individual had no 
rights protected by the Con- 
stitution against his state or 
local government. A radical 
whose views offended his 
listeners was customarily 
arrested for violence — the 
proof of which was that his 
audience had beaten him up. 


Yale President Kingman

Admittedly this is a view 


from the bottom, but most 
Americans lived on the bot- 
tom. In 1934, about 15 million 
Americans were unemployed, 
and millions more semi- 
employed; the South was a 
disaster area; most farmers 
were bankrupt; more than 
4,000 banks, with uninsured 
deposits, had folded; and the 
Gross National Product had 
dropped to $58 billion. It was a 
great world to grow up into — 
and just over the horizon was 
World War II. 


Freedom Expanded 


However, this is not an 


exercise in generational self- 
pity. My point is 
that 


throughout this incredible era 
(when many feared native 
fascism) freedom not only 
survived, but expanded. New 
Deal legislation, inadequate 
as it was, began to redress the 
inequities irrour society. In the 
postwar period, the first real 
steps were taken to admit 
Negroes 
to the 'political 


community, and in general the 
federal 
courts 
began 


protecting minority rights in 
unprecedented 
fashion. 


Finally, under 
President 


Johnson's leadership, even 
Congress got in the act. In 
short, freedom has flourished 
as never before in our history. 


There are a number of 


things left on the agenda: A 
good "Soak the Rich" tax 
structure, a thoroughgoing 
reform of our whole system of 
criminal justice <including 
prisons), a nationally ad- 
ministered 
and 
funded 


program 
of income main- 


tenance to eliminate the 
welfare 
monstrosity, 
a 


resuscitation of our cities (a 
precondition 
for 
racial 


equality) — to mention only a 
few. 


Perhaps liberals will pet the 


American people to support 
these measures. Maybe we 
won't. But we know one thing 
for certain: we have the 
freedom to assault 
"the 


System," the freedom to 
mobilize for our cause, the 
freedom to rebuild America 
when people are persuaded. If

The sales tax, in contrast, is 
readily apprehended as a 
drain of cash from the purse.

Reactions Were Predictable 
The first reactions of 


Republicans to the Lucey 
message, many of them 
calculated and composed in 
advance, were scornful. The 
Lucey "austerity" program is 
a hoax. The property taxpayer 
was bamboozled by Lucey's 
pledge for relief of his distress 
— as shown in the trivial 
proposals for tangible help, 
they maintained indignantly.

labored rhetorically in two 
preceding messages and then 
brought forth a mouse, they 
protested.

To Resist Temptation 


There will be a temptation 


to resist raising the income 
tax rates to the highest level in 
the country by proposing more 
sales taxation. But it is 
dangerously early for that, 
remembering that the GOP 
boosted the rate to four per 
cent only two years ago. There 
will be the uncomfortable 
realization that the Lucey tax 
boost is more modest, in gross 
amounts, than that which the 
Knowles regime 
enacted 


recently. 


It is intriguing to speculate 


that the "Republicans may 
grab the property tax ball and 
propose more succor than 
Lucey thought it prudent to 
ask. That would require 
higher state level taxation. 
But it'is barely possible that 
his opponents, remembering 
the electoral attitude of 
November, will conclude that 
they should have the name as

children than for other age 
groups. It is at this age that 
agility 
and 
mobility reach 


their peak, with climbing cap- 
abilities recognized and util- 
ized. The high shelves, the 
medicine cabinets so distant 
to the crawling and toddling 
child, are now easily accessi- 
ble. 


The whole point of preven- 


tion education is to emphasize 
the proper use and storage of 
medicines and h o u s e h o l d 
products, and to alert the 
consumer that not using the 
substance as directed or as 
t h e manufacturer intended 
could produce harmful effects. 
The problem is not one for the 
young child. Obviously, he 
cannot read warnings. And, 
even if such warnings are 
verbal, a child's memory is 
short and he can't remember 
an explanation of a danger or 
realize its meaning. 


Unaware of Dangers 


Sometimes, we parents are 


unaware of these dangers. It 
is difficult for some of us to 
accept the fact that the pill 
which can cure a headache, or 
that a cleaning or polishing 
s u b s t a n c e which makes 
housework easier can con- 
tribute to a serious accident 
when these products are in- 
gested. One of our responsibil- 
ities, as parents, if we are to 
protect our children during 
these formative years, is to 
rearrange storage patterns of 
medicines and h o u s e h o l d 
products frequently 
as the 


child's reach (and along with 
this, his mobility and in- 
genuity) increases. What was 


pffrctive storage when he wa<! 
unable to do more than crawl 
becomes an enticing challenge 
now that he can climb to the 
kitchen counter or the bath- 
room sink and reach into the 
cabinet and chest above. 


Try to be aware of potential 


dangers. Imagine what you 
might do if you were a child, 
attracted to milti-colored pills 
and easily-grasped containers. 
Remember that if he can't 
see it, he probably will not 
search for it. And if the 
storage area is locked, the 
child won't be able to get to it 
if he should try. Locked areas 
can be improvised — a bureau 
drawer, a linen closet outfit- 
ted with a sliding bolt-lock, 
even a fishing tackle box will 
ciu. 


Here 
are a few simple 


rules— 


When the telephone or door- 


bell rings, take the furniture 
polish with you. Don't leave it 
on the coffee table to tempt 
your child to sample it. 


Don't describe medicines as 


candy — call them what they 
are — medicines. 


Read the label on the bottle 


of medicine each time you use 
it (which means you must 
have the light on at night) to 
avoid giving the wrong one or 
too much of the right one.

tion in their presence. 


Keep all products in their 


original 
container 
— don't 


transfer to a soft drink bottle 
or a cup. 


Poison proofing a home is 


not difficult. There may be a 
slight inconvenience involved 
as storage patterns must be 
rearranged. But isn't your 
child's life worth it? Remem- 
ber, that for every 
child 


accidentally poisoned, there is 
an adult responsible. Are you 
a responsible adult?
